BOYNE CITY — In 
1988, the Boyne City Po- 
lice Department and Char- 


levoix County Sheriff's. 


Department became the 
first two agencies in Michi- 
gan to teach the Drug 
Abuse Resistance Educa- 
tion (DARE) program. 

DARE was developed by 
educators, researchers and 
drug prevention specialists 
to teach kids to resist drugs, 
alcohol and tobacco while 
developing __ self-esteem. 
The decision to teach 
DARE is voluntary with 
police, schools, parents and 
citizens deciding to put the 
curriculum in the school 
system. 

Now in its 20th year, the 
Boyne City, East Jordan 
and Charlevoix County po- 
lice officers have put on an 
annual golf benefit fund- 
raiser and dinner to support 
the program. Members of 
the community have come 
out in force in previous 
years to support this en- 
deavor. 

“There are probably 
some law enforcement per- 
sonnel from around the sur- 
rounding areas that partic- 
ipate from time to time but 
we get a mix of every- 
body,” Boyne City Police 
Chief Randall Howard 
said. “Every year we seem

Defense

CHARLEVOIX — The 
soft-spoken youngest . 
brother of Charles Merri- 
man took the stand in 
Charlevoix County Circuit 
Court on Thursday, May 
1, to testify at the trial of 
Charles, who is charged 
with the murder of their 
brother, Bill Merriman. 

Richard Merriman said 
that he thought his broth- 
ers were working as a 
team in June 2006, as they 
renovated the family home 
near East Jordan in order 
to care for their father. At 
the time, the father was in 
a care facility but the plan 
was to bring him home. 

Bill never indicated that 
he was afraid of Charles, 
Richard said when ques- 
tioned by the defense at- 
torney about the prosecu- 
tor’s assertion, The broth- 
ers were all different, but 
they were a family and 
cared about each other, 
Richard testified. 

Bill Merriman disap- 


- peared in mid-June 2006, 


when he was 54-years-old.- 

Charlevoix County 
prosecutor, John Jarema, 
charges that Charles, 58, 
had motive to kill his 
brother because Bill was 
demanding that he get a 
job and help care for their 
father. Charles had. been 
living at the family home

In an alarming chain of 


' events, that number has tri- 


pled over the past four weeks 
with three different cases fac- 
ing potential felony charges. 
“That is unusual to have 
that many in such a short peri- 
od of time. One of the cases 
had five animals left in a 
home without any care for 
three days or longer,” Adams 
said. “There were two cats, 
two dogs and a domestic rat.” 
One of the dogs was an 
elderly golden retriever with 
serious medical issues and

had to be euthanized after 
the prosecutor released 
the animals to the care of 
the county.

brought to the Humane 
Society in two’s.

A cushion with sev- 
eral bloodstains that 
was tested in a forensic 
laboratory shows one 
stain with Bill’s DNA, 
but two other stains 
have no DNA detected. . 
Another stain shows 
DNA from more than 
one person, but no one 
has been identified. 

Charles explained to 
Charlevoix County 
Sheriff's - detectives, 


were all emaciated and 
had infection in their 
inner eye lid that had to 
be taken care of med- 
ically. Concerned cit- 
izens found the animals 
and brought them to 
Adams. 

“The third case was a 
German Shepherd that 
was dropped off and 
eluded our officers for 
about a week. By the 
time we caught him, he 
was incredibly thin. It’s 
considered a misde-

Michael Wheat and 
Chuck Vondra, that 
Bill cut his hand on a 
utility knife while re- 
modeling the Merriman 
home. That assertion is 
questioned by the pros- 
ecutor who said the 
amount of bloodstains 
found is too great to 
have come from a cut 
on the hand. But de- 


fense argues that there 


are stains that have no 
forensic determination 
as to whether they are 
blood and, if so, can 
they be identified as 


plained. “In the two 
years I have been here 
we rarely get any pure 
breeds. In the past six 
months we got five pure 
breed German Shep- 
herds which is really 
odd to me.” 

The names of the 
people facing prosecu- 
tion have not been re- 
leased at this point. 

Adams, who also 
works closely with Julie 
Whitley of Animal Con- 
trol, said the recent 
trend of abuse cases has 
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Bill’s blood. 

If Bill was murdered, 
the method of disposal 
of the body has not 
been determined. The 
prosecutor said Charles 
may have dismembered 
the body and disposed 
of the remains when he 
took several chartered 
flights to Washington, 
D.C., Chicago and New 
York City several 
weeks after Bill’s dis- 
appearance. But the de- 
fense countered that the 
body would have need- 
ed storage where it 


caused -_ considerable 
concern. With people 
losing their jobs and 
homes, Adams feels it 
has caused desperation 
among pet owners. 
“T would like to em- 
_phasize that dumping 
pets on the side of the 
road or shooting them is 
not an appropriate solu- 
tion. We are doing our 
best to help,” Adams 
said. “Tf there is an issue 
that comes up and you 
can’t keep an animal for 
whatever reason you 
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would be undetected. 

A witness who owns 
a salvage business testi- 
fied that he had picked 
up a refrigerator from 
the house at the request 
of Charles. Upon ques- 
tioning by prosecutor 
Jarema, the witness 
said he was positive 
that nothing was inside 
of the refrigerator. 

The case is before 
Judge Richard M. 
Pajtas. Besides attorney 
Dan Hartman, attorney 
Michael Atchison, both

idea. Low fat dairy products and lean |: 


meats are good sources of fat, which , 


also provide necessary vitamins to 


maintain health. Also consider where 


you're getting fat from. If your 


preferred method of preparing meals ~ 


is frying, that should be eliminated, 
as it will only lead to excessive fat 
intake. 

Most of these changes are 
manageable and will help seniors 
maintain a healthy lifestyle as they 
age. However, consult a physician 
before making any of the above.

Although _ properly 
installed and main- 
tained smoke alarms 


provide an early signal 
to your household of a 
fire emergency, it’s 
just as essential to 
make sure your kids 
know what to do once 
the alarm sounds. 

According to safety 
experts, it is crucial to 
develop and practice a 
home escape plan in 
case a real fire should 
occur - especially if 
children are in the 
home. 

Here are the key 
considerations. when 
preparing your’ escape 
plan: 

* Consider the par- 
ticular characteristics 
of each member of the 
family including age, 
physical conditions, 
sleeping habits and 


hearing ability. 

If children or others 
do not readily hear the 
alarm, assign someone 
to assist them during a 
fire drill or emergency. 

¢ Identify two exits 
for each room and each 
level of the residence 
and teach children not 
to hide in a closet or 
under beds. 

* Feel if a door is hot 
before opening. If it is 
hot, do not open it. If 
you can use the door, 
close.it behind ‘you. A 
closed door may help 
stall a fire: 

e Stay low to the 
ground when exiting. 

* Once outside the 
home, go to a designat- 
ed meeting place so all 
family members can be 


accounted for. Make 
sure the location is a 
safe distance and away 
from other structures 
or trees that could also 
catch on fire. 

* Dial 911 from a 
neighbor’s home or a 


cell phone. 
¢ Never, under any 
circumstance, ap- 


proach or re-enter the 
home until fire crews 
arrive and assess the 
situation. 

* Practice the escape 


~ plan. .at least twice a 
‘year, making sure ev- 


eryone is involved, 
from kids to grandpar- 
ents. It is also recom- 
mended to hold a fire 
drill at night in order 
to. determine the re- 
sponse of family 


members. 

“Just as every home 
should have a first aid 
kit in case of a fall or 
cut, every

One Charle- 
voix woman says her 
quilt can. 

Five years ago, a rou- 
tine mammogram 
screening saved Charle- 
voix native Linda Scho- 
” field’ s life and she’s since 
made it her mission to 
make those same screen- 
ings accessible to other 
women. 

“Tt’s so important we 
as women take care of 
ourselves,” she said. 

Schofield, a Nursing 


Research Consultant and 


nurse in the Intensive Care - 


Unit at Northem Michigan 
Regional Hospital, made a 
72 inch by 72 inch pink 
batik quilt with a cream 
and pineapple foundation 
to be raffled.

While the quilt is ded- 
icated to Moore its aim 
reaches all women, in- 
cluding Schofield who in 
fall 2003, underwent a 
routine § mammogram 
screening that detected 
breast cancer. 

“Thad no symptoms. It,

it,” she said. “There are 
hundreds of women out 
there just like me and we 
need to take care of each 
other.” 


A lumpectomy and ra- 
diation immediately fol- | 


lowed her diagnosis and 
since then Schofield’s 

kept a regular mammo- 
gram schedule. While 


there’s no guarantee that - 


she’ll be cancer free for 
life, Schofield said she’s 
grateful her condition 
was caught early and she 
doesn’t live in fear. 


“Tt is what it is,” she - 
said adding ‘that her five-' 
year survival mark, a | 


milestone for cancer sur- 
vivors, is coming this 
fall.

Passive Aggressive 
Personality Disorder 
(PAPD) received a new 
name “negative personality 
disorder” back in early 
2000s, which is found in 
the Diagnostic & 
Statistical Manual of 
Mental Disorders. (DSMIV). 
The term passiveaggressive 
was defined 
during WW II by Colonel 
Menniger, who observed 
acting out with the military 
personnel when the need 
for strict compliance with 
orders was crucial. From 
that point forward, 
passive-aggressive 
character leading to painful 
behaviors remains 
common in ali relationship 
groups, individual, family, 
organizations, and 
community. Today 
passive-aggressive 
behavior is boiled down to 
an “attitude of muted 
hostilities”. There is a 
pattern of non-compliance 
mixed with smiles, head 
shaking agreement, and 
polite participation. 
Normal responses to 
passive-aggressive 
behavior might be one of 
surprise, “how could 
he/she have done this to 
me?” One of the healthiest 
responses is direct 
communication. Telling 
your friend about the harm 
. done only serves to keep 
you tied to the suffering. 
Go to the source! Be clear, 
calm and assertive about 
how the passive aggressive 
behavior of that person 
affected you—not others. 
You cannot take care of 
the entire group. You may 
have to address a person 
multiple times...

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Anyone interested in catching a 
glimpse of lake sturgeon will have an 
opportunity to do so during a guided 
walking tour hosted by Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council and Stur- 
geon for Tomorrow on Friday, May 
16, from 1 to 3 p.m. Staff from the 
Watershed Council and Sturgeon for 
Tomorrow will be on hand to talk 
about lake sturgeon, poaching en- 
forcement, netting and tagging, re- 
cent Black Lake Watershed research, 
and restoration work to improve stur- 
geon habitat. 

Each spring, the famed lake stur- 
geon (Acipenser fulvescens) head up 
select rivers to spawn along the 
rocky riverbanks, almost oblivious to 
nearby. human activity, making these 
rare fish susceptible to illegal har- 
vest. The lake sturgeon is a threat- 
ened species in Michigan and a rare 
species throughout the United States. 
That’s why a committed ‘group of 
conservation officers, volunteer off- 
duty national guards, and other vol- 
unteer groups concentrate in these 
areas 24-hours a day during spawn- 
ing season to safeguard these fish 
from poaching. Now, anyone inter- 
ested in catching a glimpse of lake 
sturgeon have an opportunity during 
the guided walking tour. 

“The Black River Watershed is 
special because it contains the largest 
self-sustaining population of lake 
sturgeon in Michigan. We will walk 
along the banks of the Upper Black 
River and not only learn about 
threats to the lake sturgeon, but also 
how we can all play a role to keep 
this fish in our lakes,” said Valerie

ure they’ve got a rep-
